Maxlmln’s 
pronounced the Lutin of the pi ecus 
sung at muss in the German way . Tho 
parish priest, an old man, solemnly 
rebuked them, and they shut up their 
music books and left the church. 
Probably the clergy man found the 
new pronunciation grated on his ears,

The parishioners, however, nro not 
scholars, and are now divided Into 
two camps—those who maintain that, 
as Metz is now a German city , the
